Maple Spring Is located on a 
shoulder of Jack’s Mountain near 
the old Tapeworm 
Railroad ap­ 
proximately two and one-quarter 
miles from the Fairfield borough 
line. Measurement* taken last Sep­ 
tember and October at the spring 
indicate a flow of water from 30,000 
to 40,000 gallons over a 24-hour 
period. Maple Spring is 250 feet 
above the borough and pressure of 
75 to 80 pounds will be provided in 
the lines. 
Tile council and authority have 
estimated that 125 horner, schools 
and commercial firms will ase the 
new water system at the outset of 
its service. Plans call for an 8-mch 
water main from the reservoir to the 
town and then distribution to Fair­ 
field users via • 6-mch pipe.
